“Phe first intiaation I -had:that unything 
unuensl waa. going fotward. was being 
‘awakened by a shock snd-s kied of graticg 
noise, whisk made ms think tho ship waa 
on the ricka “I roshed on deck’ in wy 
drawers and socks and. imtedintely daw 
“there was pzent -gonfusiva. among. the 
Laacar crew of oar vessel. I could sce no 
rooke or breal:ere around, but I heard orles 
for nacistance from the water, und looking 
over the. ship's side Isaw two or three 
heads bobbing ap.and dows. Une of the 
Razenaa’s oflicora passing ma just then, I 
asked him whut was the mutteraud be fold. 
ina hurriedly that we hed.ruadown a junk 
| and thvt the boats wore being lowarsd. I 
could avo no trace of ony ether veeeel, not 
even aripple on the water, to show where 
a ship bad gone down. Teould ece that 
ode people were lowering the boats as fast 
ag they could, one of then heing alteady 
almost in the water when-I got on deck, 
but 1 could sec the Lasens were not be- 
having so well na they might have done.

saved, avd also a Frouchwan, Mf. Esueault, 
an engineer, a8 we afterwards discovered, 
bat he poor man has fo deplore the tons of 
wife and ohild, who went down with tho 
ill-fated vessel. : ae 

Tho Captain, who had evidently been on 
thé bridge gt the moment tho collision 
bappened, for ho was picked up ia his 
overcont, taufiter and sea-buots, informed 
los that the ship ran down wus u Japanese 
tropedo cruiser, tho Chishina Kan, and 
that 62 of her crew and officers had gone 
down with hor. No explanation wae given 
of the way the collision happoued, but I 
heard one of our officers say that we had 
been going on all right until the cruiser 
ran acroca our buws, - Most of tuose saved 
wore fully dressed, two only being clad in 
their sleaping clothes, from-which [ infer 
that, with these exceptions, the only people 
saved wore those on deck at the tine of 
the collision. I om told the pilot's account 
is that the man-of-war-bad been at anchor 
ander a small island and that when the 
Ravenna approached the place sho sudden- 
ly shot ont across our. bows and was ron 
down Wa did not lenve Kolu until 5 
o'clock the afternoon of November SOth, 
having been postponed a couple of hours 
through some cause or other. I do not 
know oxactly whore the collision happened, 
bat the Cuptain and second officer hed just 
tutned in, the chief and foarth officers, ba- 
ing on watch at the, moment we ran the 
 Chishima down. The.sea.was onlm but the 
weather was dark end foggy: I may aay 
that the moment I came-cn deck I heard 
our anchor let go, 1 do:not know éxactly 
how long we stopped, but it Was B con- 
siderable timo, and Iwas told we ran 16° 
miles after the collision until we anchored 
again, which we did off a sill village io a 
bay the pilot knew, but we lnd to go very 
carefully, for L believe the navigation was 
lawfully difficult. While ve lay there wo 
fired 15 rockets and made other signals, 
but withont galting any response, Bud al 
ubout 9 o'clock I should think the 0. P, R, 
steamer Eimpress of Japan hove-in aight. 
We soon sai. thankfolly, that she was 
returning our signals, and shortly after ai] 
the pascangers wero taken off in boats to 
her and brought ou bore-to Shanghai.

Dear Sir,—In answer to -your letter of 
Dec. Sed 1 will give you my own experience 
of what occurred when the Ravenna collided

I was.swike ia my cabin and beard tho 
whistle, followed by. loud grating noise. 
My firat impreasiog was, that we had gone 
on shore and I rashed on ‘deck -as fast as I 
could, and thes I saw there had been a 
collision, and T° heard on order given 
‘Lower the boats, all passengers to come 
,on deck,’ I ran down to get my daughter 
‘ out of her cabin, aud was again on deck in 
about -2 minutes. I saw one bdat was 
already on tho water, and a 2nd was being 
lowered with £ Lascars in hor. This £ 
considered very quick work: no sailors 
could havo done it mora.quickly : thoro 
Was no panic whatever and the Gascara 
werd ail doing their work expeditiously and 
iquiekly, and there was no confusion of any 
sort. I think it right to point out that the 
absence of light on board was’ a defeat 
which might easily have led to a panic :'the 
electric light on board’ is turned off at 11 
p.m. énd there is no night cirevit, the con- 
requence was that all passengers had to 
dreas in tho dark, on deck also thero wore 
not sufficient lights : one passenger brought 
upa candle aud I procured @ lantern from 
the Bar Steward~to assist the crew in 
lowering the companivn ladder which had 
got jammed. I fancy the passage in the 
Shanghai Mercury must allude to thia cir- 
cumetance and not te uny delay in lowering 
the boats. I enclose for your perusal a 
note by Lt. Coffin, R E.: the other English 
passengers were not on deck sufficiently 
early to see what occurred.—Yrs Febly.,

FOUNDLING HOME. 


Jn the course of the forty-second annual 
report of this very deserving institution, the 
Rev, B. F. F. Gottschalk says:— 


It has been our privilege as well a¢ great 
pleasure to be on friendly relationship with 
and receive inte cur Home the officers and 
crews of yerious German vessels which enter 
Hougkong harbour, These and other visitors 
have often proposed the question to us: ‘Are 
the children we seo hore inderd foandlings 
whoea parents hayes deliberately caat them 
out to die, as if if. were a matter svarcely 
-to be believed. . It not unfrequently happens 
also that experienced travellers in China on 
their retura to Europe have oast some doubt 
un this matter, :hecsuss such children have 
escaped their own aetice, Aud many of cur 
renders . will admit thut they themselves 
have not seen such pdor children axeapt in 
our house, Our Christian, nay even our 
natural feelings make us shrink from enter. 
taining the thought that parents could be 60 
oruelite their own offepring, and could hardly 
eredit it as.a fuet unless it came under our 
avtice in the nest prominent way.. The fact 
indeed we are called upon to witness only 
too often. Our garden-gate can testify how 
many uf these poor little mortals’ wrapped 
‘up in a few rags we have found lying there, 
Sometiuies in a dying state, sometimes dead, 
dead because of the want of their mother’s 
milk and of theiz mother’seare, Occasionally

Spanking at the srarterly meeting of the 
Londou Chamber of Commerce an Ost. 26, 
Sir John--Lubbock ssid—A subjest which 
was attracting mel attention was the son- 
tinual drooping of the.
